Weyand appeared in secret ses- 
sions yesterday before both House 
of Representatives and Senate com- 
mittees to review his trip to South- 
east Asia. 

He told reporters later his ins- 
pection tour indicated that “‘a eri- 
sis of confidence and morale” is the 
largest part of the problem in the 
Southeast Asian nation. 

Weyand is seeking to increase 
the total American military aid to 
Vietnam for the current fiscal year 
to $1.2 bilion. Congress so far hag 
2ppropriated about $700m. out of 
ἃ total of $1m. it had authorized 
for fiscal 1976. 

In Saigon, three people were re- 
ported killed and four wounded in 
the air attack on the presidential 
palece yesterday. 

Thieu called the bombing an iso- 
lated attack almed at killing him 
and said it was not an attempted 
Military coup.

King Hussein of Jordan, seeking 
to revive Amman‘s role in the con- 
frontation with Israel, yesterday 
visited several army units in north 
Jordan and said his country was 
bound to shoulder its full responsi- 
bilities “slong the longest Arab 
frontline.”

Hussein campaign to reorient Jor- 
dan in the Arab conflict with Israel 
followed a visit to Damascus last 
Thuraday when he met with Syrian 
President Hafez Assad. 

His attempt to make 2 political 
comeback comes on the eve of a 
Scheduled visit to Washington at 
the end of this month. 

The Jordanian monarch yesterday 
sent a message to King Khaled of 
Saudi Arabia on what was des- 
cribed as developments in the Mid- 
dle East resulting from the recent 
mediation efforts of U.S. Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger. 

Hussein is acting to bolster his 
position in the shadow of a renewed 
attempt by Egyptian President An- 
war Sadat to isolate Jordan and 
Oppease the Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganization (PLO). 

Sadat yesterday called for a meet- 
ing in Damascus at which Egypt, 
Syria and the PLO would coordinate 
policy on the Geneva conference, 
the Cairo press reported yesterday. 

The call came after a meeting on 

Monday detween Sadat and PLO chief 
Yasser Arafat. Arafat arrived in 
Cairo on Sunday after several 
weeks of tension between Egypt 
talks 
with -Dr. Kissinger on a possible 
Separate accord with Israel. 

Egyptian and PLO sources were 
yesterday quoted as Saying thai 
Progress had been made in mending 
relations although differences 
remained. The semi-officlal mews- 
paper “Al-Ahram” sald a joint 
Egyptian-PLO communique was 
likely to be issued today 
with future coordination. 

An Egyptian proposal that the 
Palestinians be represented at the 
forthcoming phases of the Geneva 
conference by the 20-nation Arab 
League was said to have been re- 
jected by the PLO which ironically, 
is now mending its own fences with 
Jordan in the context of the grow- 
ing alliance between Amman and 
Damascus. 

Bgypt’s ambassador to Moscow, 
Hafez Ismail, returned home yes- 
terday for consultations after talks 
with Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
drel Gromyko on the Geneva meet- 
ing which the Soviets want con- 
vened at an early date, Ismail's 
Teturn to Cairo followed messages 
by Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev 
to both Sadat and Assad. 

Preliminary reports indicated that 
the Russians are disturbed over 
Cairo'a consideration of a possible 
revival of Dr. Kissinger's solo ef- 
forts to achieve an interim settle- 
ment between Egypt and Israel.
